All 
the jargon of Communist dialec- 
tics ... ‘imperialism,’ ‘‘neutral- 
ism,’’ “capitalistic decadence,”’ 
“‘peoples’ republics,’’ will be 
well mixed with epithets, accu- 
gations and denunciations. 


Propaganda 


In all the Communist-dominat- 
ed nations the radios will blare 
it out—every word of it—day in 
and day out. There will be no 
other side given. 

Russia does not really expect 
to have Red China admitted. 

And, to tell the truth, she is 
sensible enough not to wish her 
to be voted into membership. To 
have this happen would be to 
destroy a ready-made, always- 
available propaganda weapon. 

It is a critical moment in this 
particular field. 

Our people know that. 

That is why, on Sunday, the 
U.S. delegation released a spe- 
cial statement to appear in the 
newspapers of Monday. It will 
be 3 o’clock this afternoon be- 
fore the delegates from the 60- 
nation membership convene. 
There will be ample time for the 
U.S. statement, accusing Red 
China ;of 39 ‘‘warlike’’ acts of 
piracy against ships and planes 
of the Western world, to be read 
and digested. 

There will be enough anti- 
China votes to keep her out. 

But, whose votes? 

What perturbs our people is 
that if France, Great Britain 
and other European nations vote 
for membership—on the prag- 
matic basis that the Communist 
government is in fact in control 
of China and that membership 
does not mean approval—we will 
have lost a tremendous propa- 
ganda war. 


Colonialism 


Qur State Department now 
knows the score. Yet, Secretary 
Dulles’ voice seemingly was not 
heard by his own countrymen 
when he spoke at Manilla. 

He said that America stood 
against colonialism anywhere— 
that the day of colonialism had 
ended. 

It was a significant statement 
fin many respects. One is that 
it marked a new American pol- 
icy. One of the reasons we 
are in such a desperate trap 
is that we have, in assisting 
Chiang Kai-shek, in buttressing 
the French in Indochina, and in 
aid to various governments in 
the years since war's end, 
propped up unpopular colonial 
powers. This is against our own 
history and tradition—we being 
a people who staged a revolu- 
tion against “‘colonialism.”’ 

And what we further don’t 
realize today is that in Asia 
“colonialism” is largely a revo- 
lution of colored peoples. The 
Russians know this. It is one 
reason they now so successfully 
employ the violence and the ill- 
tempered utterances in the wake 
of the Supreme Court decision to 
“prove” to Asians and Orién- 
tals that America’s claim to 
democracy is false. 

Americans may think of them- 
selves, sentimentally and eco- 
nomically, in terms of regions.

ing, March 2, two days previous- 
ly. It was apparent to everyone 
in Moscow that this was the end 
for Stalin. The only question was 
how long the end would be in 
coming. It did not seem likely to 
be long 


This anticipation proved cor- 
rect. At 4 a.m., on March 6, the 
Moscow radio, in its shortwave 
broadcasts, overseas and to pro- 


vincial newspapers within Russia, 3 


announced that Stalin had died at 
9:50 the previous evening. ; 
This correspondent was at the 
Central Telegraph Office in Mos- 
cow at the time the flash on 
Stalin’s death came through. The 
office is in Corky street, just 
two blocks from the Kremlin. 
At frequent intervals that night 
I circled the Kremlin by car and 
toured central Moscow. Ali was 
quiet in the city. There were 
lights burning late in the Krem- 
lin, but that was not unusual.

LINK TO WORLD SEVERED 


These details are tited to show | 
how quiet was the center of Mos- 
cow on the night of Stalin’s 
death. Nor was there much 
drama in the way the news. 
reached the Moscow correspond- 
ents. My chauffeur, sitting at the 
car radio tuned to the Tass dic-| 
tation-speed broadcast, heard the | 
announcement at 4 a.m. He sham- 
bled in and whispered in my ear. 
I filed a bulletin I had already 
prepared and within a few min- 
utes the other correspondents had 
filed theirs. 

But there the matter ended. | 
An iron censorship clamped down. | 
The cables about Satlin were not 
passed. Neither was a message 
about office accounts that this 
correspondent tried to file.

Since The Times’ car was 
operating. on the morning of 
March 6, it was within this area 
and, by one of those strange 
quirks of fate, ‘it continued to 
operate within the closed ring 


Not only were no messages during all those hours, molested

It was three and a half hours 
before communications were re- 
sumed from Moscow. The world 
got its first news of Satlin’s 
death, not from Moscow corre- 
spondents but from London pick- 
ups of the Soviet radio. 

However, thanks to the hiatus 
imposed by the censors, this cor- 
respondent is in possession of an 
almost complete picture of what 
occurred in Moscow in the hours 
immediately after the official an- 
nouncement of Stalin’s death. 
And that account is the key to 
the Beria story. 


MOSCOW IN BERIA’S GRIP 


Seeing that no copy was likely 
to be passed for hours, I got into 
my car and made several tours | 
of the city. As late as 5 a.m. the 
center was absolutely quiet. 

But shortly afterward a _ dif- 
ference became apparent. Where- 
as before that hour traffic was 
sparse, possibly even sparser than 
is customary in those pre-dawn 
hours, smooth-running, quiet con- 
voys of trucks began converging | 
on the center of the city.

Sunday, March 8, this cor- 
respondent decided to investigate 
rumors that thousands*<of per- 
sons were arriving in Moscow to 
view Stalin’s body, which was 
then lying in state. 


DOUBLY SEALED 


Not long after dawn, I left the 
Metropole Hotel and made my 
way past sleepy sentry lines to 
the Kursk railroad station. There 
the true state of affairs was con- 
siderably different from the ru- 
mor. Notices, hand written, were 
posted at the ticket offices. All 
trains out of Moscow were run- 
ning, but. no trains into Moscow 
within the suburban radius or 


|other near-by points. 


Moscow was a city truly sealed 
off—not only on the inside, but 
from without as well. 

Later that day, by dint of sim- 
ply walking past the sentry posts 
with a resolute air, I strolled 
right into Red Square. Fifteen or 
20 workmen were busy chiseling 
the name of Stalin into the stone 
beside that of Lenin. A colonel of 
the MVD was supervising the 
work. 

It was deathly quiet in Red 
Square except for the intermit- 
tent sound of hammers and chis- 
els. The quiet must have been 
noticeable to the men inside the 
Kremlin walls. It was then that 
the thought struck home _ so 
sharply. 


PROOF OF BERIA’S POWER 


What troops were these that 
held the city? -MVD _ troops. 
Were there any other troops in 
Could any other 
\troops enter the city? No. The 
‘closest military camps were all 
‘MVD camps. Other troops could 
enter only with MVD permission 
or by fighting their way street 
by street through the barricades.

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U.N. Still Offers 
A Chance tor Peace 


The ninth annual session of the United 
Nations General Assembly convenes in 
New York today. In many ways it. 
will be one of the most crucial in the 
short history of this experiment to settle 
the issues that divide the world around 
the conference table. 

Perhaps the biggest problem facing 
the new session is the question about 
what to do about admitting Red China to 
the organization. The United States will 
make another determined bid to prevent 
it. The present state of American public 
opinion would not tolerate such a devel- 
opment. 

In fact, to admit Red China now 
would be the worst blow to the U.N, in 
all ofits history for it very likely would 
bring on moves to take the United States 
out of the organization completely. No 
one would want such an eventuality. 
Without the United States, the U.N. could 
not long live. It would become the cap- 
tive of the Communists. 

Many of our allies feel that our ada- 
mant stand against Red China is unrealis- 
tic and stubborn. 

They feel our boycott of the govern- 
ment that is physically in control of that 
vast country tends to drive it permanently 
into the Soviet Union’s sphere. 

The United Nations’ accomplishments 
in its short history have been great. It 
has succeeded in curbing a number of 
aggressions and its work to uplift the 
underprivileged countries is a method of 
turning them away from communism. 
Through the U.N. we have gained time— 
time, as Trygve Lie puts it in his splendid 
néw book, “In the Cause of Peace,” to 
prove that improvement can be achieved 
without slavery. 

Deseribing the battle for the under- 
developed and underprivileged two-thirds 
of the world, Mr. Lie is not at all sure 
that freedom will win out. 

In this vital area of conflict, he points 
out that democracy has to produce far 
more impressive results than heretofore 
or else has to give way to totalitarianism 
“with a Third World War as a possible 
aftermath. If our way of life is to survive, 
we shall have to demonstrate its versatil- 
ity, its productive capacity; we shall have 
to prove to these millions, who are already 
beginning to doubt, that our method is 
the best method for achieving their 
goals.” 

He feels that the United Nations is the 
only possibility through which the free 
world can win this conflict. He sees no 
grounds for despair—the test will be in 
performance. 

As the ninth General Assembly opens, 
let us salute the United Nations and join 
in prayers for its future.

At the rate of 30,004 words each 
day, is it any wonder that some 
people have said that talk is cheap? 
Talking requires so little effort that 
most of us give almost no thought 
to what we say or how we ex- 
press ourselves or why we speak 
when we open our mouths. 


We take talking for granted. It 
is second nature to talk. It is like 
breathing. Perhaps we shall never 
really pause to appreciate our 
human capacity to speak until 
laryngitis makes speaking difficult 
or impossible. 

Yet our ability to utter sounds 
which communicate thoughts to 
others is one of the most treasured 
and precious gifts God has en- 
dowed man with. Must we wait 
until some physical infirmity or a 
ruthless dictator deprives us of 
speech before we learn its impor- 
tance and its value? 


Words can curse and words can 
bless. Our speaking can encourage 
a man in trouble and our speaking 
can condemn a man to pain and 
sorrow. How fateful have been 
some of the great words of history. 
A “yes” or a “no’™ has often 
changed the course of history. The 
words of Christ still console and 
heal and save. The words of Cae- 
sar and Hitler still curse mankind. 


Nothing is as cheap as profane 
talk. Nothing is as priceless as ‘‘a

word spoken in due season”’ (Prov. 
erbs 15:23). The idle chatter of a 
gossip is destructive and causes 


irreparable damage to innocent 
lives, No wonder Jesus said: ‘Ev. 
ery idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in 
the day of judgment.’”’ (Matt. 
12.36). 

Long, long ago a man of devout 
and pious faith said something 
about speaking which to our day 
still challenges us: ‘‘Let the words 
of my mouth, and the meditation 
of my heart, be aeceptable in thy 
sight, O Lord, my strength, and 
my redeemer’’ (Psalm 19:14). 

It is no accident which combines 
words and meditation in a single 
verse, for the meditation of the 
heart finds its best expression in 
the movement of the lips. ‘‘Out of 
the abundance of the heart the 
mouth speaketh’’ (Matt. 12:34). 

When I realize that each day 
I speak some 30,000 words I gain 
a new appreciation of talk.

John Foster Dulles has been discharging these responsibilities 
with persistence, with patience and with a good deal of imagination. 


Obviously the record of ac- 
complishment is bound to be un- 
even in the kind of world we are 
living in today. The loss of part of 
Indochina to the Communists and 
the defeat of E.D.C. by the French 
Assembly—on which issue some 
100 Communist deputies held the 
balance of power—are set-backs of 
the gravest magnitude. 

But what wins Mr, Dulles many 
supporters is that he is not one to 
give up. The Southeast Asia De- 
fense Pact, which he tried to bring 
into being nine months ago, before 
the Geneva conference, when it 
would have been most useful, he 
has now brought into being at 
Manila while it is still useful; in- 
deed, indispensable. 


I am inclined to think that one 
of the most important achieve- 
ments of the past year is the ex- 
tent to which Secretary Dulles has 
shaken American diplomatic lead- 
ership loose from the confining 
tentacles: of some of our colony- 
holding allies. 

The United States, by instinct, 
by its own history, by its actions 
in freeing the Philippines, is the 
natural advocate, ally and aid to 
peoples everywhere seeking their 
independence and freedom. Our 
leadership has been hampered and 
our voice too long muffled by ex- 
pedient acquiescence in the coloni- 
al commitments of some of our 
Western partners. 

At Manila this month the colonial 
issue was candidly confronted and 


the result, Mr. Dulles pointed out 


in his broadcast report last week, 
“was the Pacific charter, which, 
in ringing terms, dedicates all the 
signatories to upholding the princi- 
ples of self-determination, self- 


government and independence for 
all countries whose peoples desire 
it and are able to undertake its 
responsibilities.” 

There is no doubt that Mr. 
Dulles’ personal initiative and dog- 
gedness contributed more than 
anything else to aligning the West- 
ern signatories to this anti-colonial 
declaration. He has been making 
it amply clear that if the others 
wouldn’t come along, the United 
States would put its voice and its 
influence alone and unequivocally 
on the side of self-determination 
of peoples too long under foreign 
domination. 

This association of the West with 
the cause of independent peoples 
is where our tradition rightly 
places us and is essential to meet- 
ing the deceptive allure of Com- 
munist propaganda. 

In many parts of the world the 
issue is colonialism versus com- 
munism and subject peoples hate 
the colonialism they know and 
look with easier equanimity upon 
the Communist ‘‘colonialism’’ they 
don’t, know. 

Throughout Asia the West is now 
in a better position than it has 
ever been before to make it clear 
in words and in action that the 
issue is not colonialism versus 
communism but communism ver 
sus freedom.
